George Rosasco, Supervising Planner reporting on behalf of Deputy Director,
today the Planning Commission will consider continuing Camels Hump Caretaker
Residence to a future hearing date. On January 21st the Board considered a
proposal of an Interim Urgency Ordinance prohibiting certain uses in the Kings
Beach Community area and the North Stateline Community Plan area the
Emergency Ordinance was unanimously rejected by the Board of Supervisors.
Background of the Boards decision was discussed. On February 4" the Board
heard a request to amend the Placer County Conservation Plan contract and
approved four contract amendments. On February 25" the Board will consider a
Zoning Text Amendment to the Housing Element and on March 11™ the Board
will hear a Friends of Northfork appeal of the Belcara Subdivision. George also
reported that Paul Thompson is now in Tahoe and EJ lIvaldi is the new Deputy
Director of Planning.

ORDINANCE TEMPORARILY ALLOWING CERTAIN PROHIBITED
SIGNS

(PZTA 20130358)

ALL SUPERVISORIAL DISTRICTS

Consider providing a recommendation to the Board of Supervisors on a request
from the Placer County Planning Services Division for approval of an Ordinance
that would temporarily allow certain otherwise prohibited signs through the
suspension of certain time restrictions and select prohibitions for particular signs
and sign materials found in the sign regulations of the Zoning Ordinance (Section
17.54.170(D)) until October 18, 2015. Under the California Environmental Quality
Act Guidelines, Section 15061(b)(3), the placement of temporary signs would not
have a significant effect on the environment and therefore the activity is not subject
to CEQA. This Ordinance would not apply to signs in the Tahoe Basin or in Squaw
Valley, as signage in those areas is governed by other adopted County Ordinances
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and requirements.
